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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments have been considered and are persuasive. The prior art cited does not 
anticipate individually or teach in combination the following limitations: 

• a diffuser having a first conduit with a terminal section that flows into at least one 
opening provided on the diffuser, for the delivery of a fluid jet in a preferential 
direction; a flush-mount box support on which is mounted a light source; and a 
second conduit provided on the diffuser, with a terminal section that leads into at 
least one outlet for emission of a beam of light produced by the light source and 
oriented essentially in parallel with the aforementioned preferential direction; and 
the terminal sections of the first and second conduits having at least one common 
wall which segregates the light beam from the fluid prior to delivery of the fluid jet; 
wherein said diffuser is entirely contained inside the overall dimension of the flush- 
mount box support.
